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CHICAGO’S BIG FIRE 
COST HER $3,000,000 


HOW THE DEVASTATED LUM­ 
BER DISTRICT LOOKS. 


Daylight Makes It Evident that Three 
Millions Will Hardly Replace the 
Property Destroyed--Five Men Lost 
their Lives—Wind 
Changed and 
Prevented Further Destruction. 


Ch ic a g o, 
Aug. 
2,—Fire started in 
the northw est corner of a lumber shed 
in S. K. M artin’s yards at Lincoln 
street ju st south of Blue Island ave­ 
nue, at 7:15 o’clock last night. 
Before 
it was under control it had swept into 
ru in half a mile of lum ber yards, car 
works and smaller factories along the 
w ater front from Robey street almost 
to the Ashland avenue bridge and de­ 
stroyed nearly $3,000,000 w orth of 
property. 
How it started will probably* never 
be known. John Mullin, a watchman, 
saw flames bursting out of the lum ­ 
ber shed and rushed to the alarm box 
a t the corner of Lincoln street and 
Blue Island avenue. 
A storm had 
ju st blown up; lightning played viv­ 
idly 
over 
the 
district, 
and 
a 
furious 
wind 
from 
the 
north­ 
west carried the flames with fearful 
rapidity to the hundreds of lum ber 
piles, some of them over sixty feet 
high, which are closely piled together 
over hundreds of acres of ground be­ 
tw een the slips of the river and ex­ 
tending east and west for over four 
miles. 
One alarm was immediately 
followed by three others, and com­ 
pany after company rattled to the 
scene until over fifty engines were 
pumping water. 
The fire started in a portion of the 
lum ber district th at was well nigh in­ 
accessible save from the river. 
The 
general alarm followed so closely upon 
the first call th at the fire departm ent 
was taken unawares. 
Long weeks 
under a searching sun had made the 
lum ber piles fresh fuel even for a 
spark. 
Before the first engine arrived there 
w as a fire th a t the entire fire depart­ 
m ent could not have checked w ithin 
reasonable limits. 
The wind, which 
had been variable and favorable to 
the firemen, suddenly changed. 
The 
flames had been practically checked 
when the wind veered to the south and 
sent millions of sparks into the dis­ 
trict northw ard. A dozen fires started 
w ithout warning, scattering thous­ 
ands of spectators who had secured 
w hat they thought to be safe places. 
W hen the wind changed the course of 
the million tongues of flame, a score 
of engines had to be removed. 
This 
m eant more delay. 
The Santa Fe 
elevator on the other side of the river 
was 
discovered ' to 
be 
on fire. 
More 
than 
1,000,000 
bushels 
of 
w heat 
were 
in 
the 
building. 
The watchmen on the roof yelled 
and signalled to the fireboat a hun­ 
dred yards away w ithout avail. 
But 
a moment later the men on the fire­ 
boat saw the danger and hastened to 
the scene and soon had two stream s 
a t work Freight cars on the track 
near the elevator were burned, but 
the blaze across the river dying out 
the elevator was soon placed beyond 
reach of danger. 
Probably 100,000 people were at- 
trected to the scene. Every fragm ent 
of cloud reflected as in a m irror the 
blaze. 
As far north as from Kenosha, 
Wis., and from Aurora came telephone 
messages asking 
for 
information. 
The entire city turned out to see the 
conflagration. 
The immense yard of S. K. M artin 
& Co., extending half a block on each 
side of Lincoln street from Blue Island 
to the river, was soon a roaring fur­ 
nace of flame, and the fire was eating 
its way through the yards of Perley, 
Lowe & Co., adjoining S. K. M artin 
on the east. Each of these yards were 
-estimated to contain from 25,000,000 
t«k50,000,000 feet of lumber, 
besides 
many & thousand shingles and cedar 
posts. 
The 
plant 
of 
the Wells 
& French Car company, employing 
2,000 men and extending from Blue 
Island to the river, between Wood and 
Paulina streets, was next attacked by 
th e flames. 
The firemen by hard 
w ork were able to save a portion of 
th e plant, but the foundry, the main 
building of the works, was destroyed. 
Near the river, in a corner of the 
block occupied by the Wells & French 
Car company, was situated the four- 
story brick plant of the Siemens- 
Halske company, m anufacturers of 
dynamos and electrical appliances. 
The property was totally destroyed. 
It was 8:30 when the roof of the big 
car foundry of the Wells & French 
company caught 
The building was 
3CV>x60 feet and in ten m inutes it was 
gone, and the shop building, another 
brick structure, 200x60 fe e t was also 
annihilated. 
For an hour the firemen 
had been drenching the factory of the 
Siemens & Halske Electric company, 
b u t to no purpose. 
Eight hundred 
thousand dollars more went up in 
smoke and ashes. 
Thirteen engines 
were

up 
against 
slip 
A, 
only 
a 
block 
from 
the 
Ashland 
avenue 
bridge, 
and the wind suddenly veered round 
to almost due south and fell to a gen­ 
tle breeze. 
At ll o’clock the fire was 
under control, and the greater part of 
the big yards of R. F. Conway were 
saved. 
At the end of the dock the 
Barber Asphalt company’s works were 
destroyed, and the Wakefield rattan 
factory was also in ruins. 
The fall of 
the wind stopped the onward career 
of the flames, which no num ber of en­ 
gines could have accomplished.

White; Judges Supreme court, John 
L eg g ett and J. D. F. Smith; railroad 
commissioner, W. L. Parker; clerk of 
Supreme court, T. R. North; Supreme 
court reporter, J. J. Shea. 
The platform declares in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only, commends the 
adm inistration of President Cleveland, 
favors the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people, 
for just and liberal pensions to de­ 
serving 
veterans, 
condemns 
the 
mulct law ” in the state, demands 
th a t the state institutions be left to 
the management of a single non-par­ 
tisan board of control, and denounces 
as un-American any society or organi­ 
zation th a t is pledged to deprive any 
citizen of his right to vote or hold 
office on account of his religious be­ 
liefs or nationality. The money plank 
is as follows: 
“ With the national 
democratic convention of 1892 we hold 
the use of bot- gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country and 
the coinage of both gold and silver 
w ithout discrim inating against either 
m etal or charge for mintage, but the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and ex­ 
changeable value, and we demand th at 
all paper currency shall be kept a t 
par w ith and redeemable in such 
coin.” 
The m inority report on the subject 
was as follows: 
“We favor bime­ 
tallism, the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country, 
and for the coinage of both gold and 
silver w ithout discrim inating against 
either metaL 
We also demand such 
legislation and such action on the part 
of our governm ent as will increase the 
coinage of silver and m aintain it equal 
in value to gold. ” 
A roll call was ordered on the 
minority report and it was defeated 
by a vote of 697 to 329. 
The conven­ 
tion then adjourned.

couched in emphatic terms, and was 
the same in substance as he gave after 
the Finch murder. 
At that time he 
said in his sermon that such murders 
were no more than were to be ex­ 
pected, considering the circumstances. 
Many local Catholics did not agree 
with Father Roche in his 
ruling 
against the A. O. H. demonstration 
and Rev. Fathers Condon and Collins 
occupied seats on the stand when the 
speaking began at 5 o’clock. 
J. L. 
Mahoney presided and there was mu­ 
sic by the Amphion quartette and the 
Bower City band and Piper JameB 
Touhey. 
Mayor Thorougbgood made 
tike first speech. 
Mayor Speaks on Local Themes. 
The mayor paid a graceful compli­ 
ment to Ireland’s sons and daughters 
and offered a few recollections of old 
days in the city. 
He touched upon 
the hard times and said: 
"Janesville has much to be thank­ 
ful for. 
We 
have no public soup 
kitchens although we have many poor 
people, many of whom have had to 
ask for alms who have never had to 
do so before. 
There are very few of 
you within the sound of my voice who 
know of the many charitable commit­ 
tees in Janesville composed mostly of 
ladies, who are making quiet pilgrim- 
•gees to the deserving poor in this 
city. 
I must here commend the Irish 
people for their charitable disposition. 
Whenever a case of necessity shows 
itself, a raffle or a dance or some 
other way is immediately decided up­ 
on, the proceeds many times exceed 
Ing their expectations, as was the case 
with Mrs. Donovan, 
the funds of 
which I was custodian. 
Perhaps Mrs. 
So-and-So’s cow died—a raffle. So and- 
8o’s horse died—a raffle. 
Had I won 
half the cows I bought tickets on and 
otherwise 
subscribed 
to, the past 
twenty-five years, I would have cattle 
enough to stock a good sized farm, 
but no cow ever came my way, nor 
could I have milked it if there had, so 
the cow did not suffer through me. 
May Need Public Work. 


"It may become necessary to start 
some public work this winter for the 
purpose of giving employment to the 
idle of this city. 
I believe if it be­ 
came necessary to do so the common 
council would not long hesitate, and I 
can assure you your mayor would not 
stand in the way. 
I am no advocate 
of running the city into debt, necessi­ 
tating an increase of your taxes, es­ 
pecially these times, but should work 
be scarce and our citizens were suffer­ 
ing for want of employment, I should 
not consider it running into debt, but 
would rather consider it a way to keep 
the laboring man from debt.” 
Judge M. V. Gannon, of Chicago, 
gave one of the best addresses the 
Janesville A. O. H. have ever heard" 
He emphasized the declaration that it 
was not against England, but against 
English misrule that Ireland fought, 
and said: 
"It is not generally understood that 
nearly every man who led in the move­ 
ment to free Ireland from British mis­ 
rule in the last century, with the sin­ 
gle exception of O’Connell, have been 
Protestants. 
Tone and Fitzgerald, 
Emmet and the brothers Shears, Mitch­

The Irish In America. 
Touching upon the Irishman’s re­ 
ception in America Judge Gannon 
caid: 
"A persecuted people are very quick 
to realize the humanity which pre­ 
vails in a truly popular government. 
In a monarchy defeat means death or 
exile and confiscation to the defeated. 
"In our late civil war the great silent 
soldier, Grant, never entered Rich­ 
mond. 
He gave the officers their 
horses and side arms, and told them 
all to go home and build up the waste 
places made by war. How beautifully 
the 
noble 
Irishman, 
John 
Boyle 
O’Reilly, expresses it: 
‘N ot thus, Virginia, did thy victors greet 
A t Appomattox him who bore defeat; 
N o brutal show abased thine honored sta te ; 
G rantturned from Richmond at the very gate.” 
"These are the principles and prac­ 
tices which appeal strongly to the 
freedom and justice loving 
heart of 
the Irishman. 
He loves the country 
of bis birth and of his fathers. 
He 
is a poor creature who does not love 
the mother who bore him, and he is a 
poor American citizen who does not 
wish to see his mother-land placed in 
the family of nations.” 
Judge Gannon adjured all sons of 
Ireland who called the United States 
their home to obey the law while in 
operation; to change it by the ballot 
if oppressive, but above all to obey 
the law to educate, educate heart and 
brain and hand, and in the hoped for 
fnture, Ireland, glorious little Ireland, 
w ill become picket in the east of giant 
Columbia’s phalanx of states.

$2,500, and the Rest of the $ 147,000 
W ill Be Turned Over to the Other 
Heirs. 


The Stone estate, which now in­ 
ventories a t $147,000, has been set- 
Uled at last and the vast estate will 
probably be distributed among the 
beneficiaries by Christmas time. Until 
th a t time, or until the assembling of 
the county court on the first Tuesday 
in December next, Adm inistrator Syl­ 
vester Morgan will hold possession of 
all the property. 
“ I hear th at the attorneys in the 
case have agreed upon a plan of dis­ 
tribution,” said the adm inistrator this 
afternoon, “ but th a t has nothing to 
do with me.” 
The decision agreed upon is said to 
be as follows: 
Mrs. Ashton is the first to receive se­ 
curities am ounting to $25,000. 
Second come Winans & Hyzer, who 
are to get $10,000 in securities. 
There is to be a $2,500 endorsement 
on Carpenter’s note, originally $5,430 
but now $6,000. 
The balance of the estate is to be 
transferred to Fathers, Jeffris, Fifield 
& Matheson, they to make the division 
among the other heirs. 
“ I understand 
th at is the way 
the property is to be distributed,’’said 
Mr. Morgan, “ although I know noth­ 
ing about 
it positively. 
“ I under- 
s" and th at some of the parties are dis 
appointed. 
Mrs. Ashton had been led 
to expect her $25,000 in securities in 
June, but this of course was impossi 
hie. 
I am now endeavoring to turn 
all the personal property into cash, 
and I think I will have everything dis­ 
posed of in time to close up the estate 
and make the distribution in Decem­ 
ber.” 
Adm inistrator Morgan says he is 
somewhat disappointed th a t the estate 
does not inventory as much as he an­ 
ticipated, and th a t real estate now in­ 
ventories $ 10,000 less than it did 
one year ago, the valuation bring by 
the same parties.

They look equally good, 
b u t only one is serviceable, the sight 
of the other having been destroyed by 
a 4 4-calibre ball in the battle of Rose 
Bud Creek, June 17, 1676. At the same 
time and by the same bullet was made 
the deep scar which m arks his left 
cheek, near the sightless eye. 
His one good eye sees more points in 
a cavalryman’s performance th an most 
men discern w ith two, and he is fa­ 
mous, not only in this country but 
abroad, as the most thorough cavalry 
disciplinarian and 
drill m aster in 
America. 
Gen. Henry was graduated from 
W est Point on May 6, 1661, and was 
assigned to the F irst artillery as a 
second lieutenant a t once. All through 
the w ar of the rebellion he remained 
in th a t branch of the service, winning 
distinction 
by 
his 
gallantry and 
m arked 
ability 
in 
continuously 
arduous duty. In 1671 he was hunting 
Apaches in Arizona. 
In 1873 he was 
on duty in Wyoming, and through 
1874 and 1875 was having lots of in­ 
teresting, times scouting in the Black 
HiUs, fighting Indians, getting frozen 
in blizzards, and otherwise enjoying 
himself. 
He commanded a battallion 
in Gen. George Crook's Big Horn and 
Yellowstone expedition against Sitting 
Bull and the Sioux, fighting in the 
b attle of Tongue Rivei*—or Rose Bud 
creek—where he received th a t severe 
wound by which his left eye was de- | 
stroyed, 
He was carried off the field 
on an Indian trarois—poles dragged 
behind a pony—and, as he did not re­ 
alize the general expectation by dying 
prom ptly of his wound, but seemed 
likely to get better, he was sent down 
to California on a three m onths’ leave ' 
of absence to get well if he could. 
In 
seventy days he was back w ith his 
command, too eagre to get a t the In ­ 
dians again to waste any more time 
on a mere wound. 
In 1890-91, when the Wounded Knee 
campaign occurred, Gen. Henry and j 
his command were stationed a t Fort 
Robinson. 
Gen. Miles sent to him by 
No-neck, sergeant of the Indian scouts, j 
a despatch advising him of the peril­ 
ous situation a t Pine Ridge agency. 1 
Imm ediately on receipt of the dispatch 
“ F ighting Guy” mounted three com­ 
panies of the N inth United States 
Cavalry (colored), and rode, w ithout 
unsaddling, and in twenty-one hours, 
th e distance of 104 miles to Gen. 
Miles’s relief. 
And it is still talked 
of among the cavalrymen th a t he did 
n o t bring in from th a t long and hard 
ride one sore backed horse. 
His men 
were w ell taught how to ride and to 
care for their animals. 
As soon as he 
arrived he held a hurried consulta­ 
tion w ith Gen. Miles and his staff. 
The dangerous position of the Seventh 
cavalry a t Wounded Knee being made 
known to him, he ordered his men to 
m ount a t once and ride to the succor 
of their comrades. 
They had unsad­ 
dled, but when he said “mount,” they 
knew th a t was w hat he m eant and 
obeyed. 
Gen. Miles ordered him to 
saddle up, but he replied th at he had 
no time fo r that; he was looking for 
Indians, not saddles. 
Miles th re a t­ 
ened to court m artial him for disobe- 


even to jum p hurdles and ditches, 
seated upon saddles which are entire­ 
ly ungirthed and lying loose upon the 
horses’ backs, w ith the stirrups crossed 
upon them and unused. 
Yet, in th at 
fashion, successive lines of twenty- 
four men in each will sail over the hur­ 
dles, all moving as one man, and no­ 
body trem bling or even showing un­ 
steadiness. 
These drills take place 
every Friday morning, and are always 
witnessed by senators, representatives, 
cabinet officers, 
foreign diplomats, 
and, indeed, all the official and fash­ 
ionable life of the capital. 
W ithin a few days Gen. Henry re­ 
ceived the 
bronze 
bravery 
medal 
awarded to him for his gallantry at 
the battle of Cold H arbor in October, 
1863. 
He had two horses shot under 
him in th a t engagem ent and received 
two body wounds, but never left the 
field until the fight was over and won.
